I[t 
is curious that some parts of the 
road are sanded “dnd others not, 
yet they appear to haye the same 
surfaces and all réceive much of 
the sun's heat, A tour of the New 
Territories during the ° week-end 
revealed an absence of: ‘consis- 
tency in the sanding; but perhaps 
the official reply to-this would he 
that it is impossible to treat the 
entire circular road. at one ‘and.

INVENTOR. 


DEATH OF MR. ELMER A 
SPERRY. 


‘New York, June 16, 

The death has occurred of Mr. 
Elmer Ambrose Sperry, the inven- 
tor of the gyro-compass, and. well- 
known electrical engineering ex- 
pert, Reuters American Service. 

The late Mr, Sperry avas born at 
Cortland, New York, in 1960, and 
after being a student at the State 
Normal and Training School he 
founded, in 1880, the Sperry Bles- 
trie Co., of Chicago, mantacturers 
of are lamps, dynamos, ete, He 
also later founded the Sperry 
Electric Railway Co., of Cleveland, 
which he sold to the General 
Electric Gompany in 1894, 

Besides the gyro-compass, he 
inverted’ acropline and. ship 


‘light, compound internal combus- 
tion engine, fire control apparatus 
and numerous “special devices, 
‘principally for the United States 
Navy. Since 1910, he had been 
President of the Sperry Gyroscope 
Co., of Brooklyn, manufacturers of 
his inventions. el 

He erected the hizhest electric 
¢ in the world (about 350 
feet) on Lake Michigan in 1883, 
‘invented the first electric chain 
mining machine in 1888, designed 
the electric automobile, und held 
400 patents in U.S.A, and 
Europe. : 

His awards included Ist prize of 
the Aero Club of France, 1914; 
Franklin . Medal, Philadelphia, 
1914; grand prize for wyro-com~ 
pass and gyroscopes, San Francis- 
co Exposition, 1914; ° Collier 
Trophy tor drift set, 1916; and 
Scientific American, Medal.
